I wo similar facts are, first, that about forty per cent 


of our tariff protections have been

State Department with no benefit whatever to the A m eri­ 
can people; and that no other important nation in the 
world has adopted the Santa (• laos 
internationalism 


advocated by the New I leal. 
Still another fact is that as fast as the* so-called 


"trade barriers 
of protective tarifl are torn down by the 


New Deal, they are replaced by still more irritating and 
discriminatory devices. 
Ibis is true not oidy ol foreign 


countries, which have robbed us of all expected benefits 
by such methods as quota limits on imports, government 
subsidies, licensing schemes, currency juggling and the 
like; but it is true also of the United States. 
So serious have been the threats to our domestic 


economy of the tariff reductions made by the New Deal 
through tilt' trade agreements that the New Dealers them­ 
selves have bern driven to use sin h arbitrary and unfair 
substitutes for a straightforward equalizing tariff. 
I lie State Department is currently w riting quota 


ceilings into trade agreements, and is supporting subsidies 
running into tin' billions to try to pay Nick to Am erican 
producers the loss of revenue caused by the slashes in 
tariffs. 
I he most significant point developed during the 


Committee hearings was the entry of organized labor into 
the fight— and on the side of protective tariffs. 


I he brief submitted by M atthew \\ oil was one of 


the ablest presented to the committee, and one which 
every Am erican working man or woman could well afford 
to study. 
I he only real answer to M r. VC oil s arguments which 
has yet been supplied lies in the words of Mr. Robertson; 


"W e've got the votes.’ 
In the long run, this answer will hardly be sufficient. 
I ariffs are less a matter of politics thaji of economics. 
I he New Deal meddling with tariffs has had and is 
Ii,wing several effects— all bad. 


I here is, first of all, an unconstitutional and danger­ 
ous transfer of tariff control from Congress to the bureau­ 
crats. 
Second, tarifl equalization— falsely called a 
trade 


barrier"— is be ing replaced by Fir more annoying trade 
barriers such as quotas and subsidies. 
I bird, the State I department is gambling with Am er­ 
ican jobs in a mysterious game ol international power 
politics. 
Fourth, the direct drift of industry, under the trade 
experiments of the New I V a l , is in the diiection of govern 
ment operated cartels. I nless this drift is reversed, it may 


s p e ll the cmd of free government, and certainly w ill spell 
disaster to the labor movement. 


M eanw hile, millions cb! Am erican working people 


see the rising threat that vanished tarifl restraints w ill per 
rn it th** flooding of their home markets with the very ar­ 
ticles they hoped to make after the w ar— imported at 
prices far below .American costs of productions.
